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" I tvally oijoycd to the Hallouvoi 
Dance unth Jon, 'senior Sean Burton said. 
Sophomore Jon Foutz and Burton dressed as 
nvins at the dance. 
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At the age of two and a half 
senior Sean Burton was 
diagnosis with psychosocial 
dwarfism and failure 
to thrive. Which in clear-cut terms means that 
he was deprived of food, love, and support. 
He was underweight and wasn't growing. The 
State of Iowa believed that Burton's mother 
Eilene Burton was accountable. Therefore, the 
state removed Burton away from his mother. 

The next 2 1 months were a time of chaos 
for Burton and his mother Mrs. Burton 
suffered from serve depression; however, 
she kept busy and handled it one day at a 
time. 

" I think it helped when I went through 
family therapy, self-parenting, and in home 
therapy" Mrs. Burton said. 

During this time, Burton and his mother 
weren't supposed to have any kind of 
contact. Until, a time came in Iowa City when 
they were both there for court, but there for 
different reasons regarding the case. As 
Burton was turning a corner heading to 
another room he saw his mother. At that 



instant, Burton started screaming bloody murder 

" People started pulling us in opposite direction, 
but all I wanted was my mother," Burton said. 

So, where was Burton living through all this? He was 
placed into two foster homes. From February to 
August of '89 he lived one family However, Burton was 
consistently barfing and the doctors and the family 
thought Burton was rebelling. Then from August of '89 
until October of '90 he was placed with the Evans and 
life started looking better for Burton. 

" I enjoyed it. Their child was a month older than I 
was and I considered them a second family," Burton 
said. 

The family life with the Evans was going well, but school 
was another subject. Burton still struggled with 
problems in reading and math. Therefore, in Preschool 
and HeadStart he received additional help, but criticism 
along with it. 

" A math lab teacher compared me to the puppy in 
the book The Pookie HI Puppy. ds\6 basically said I was 
slower than the dog in the book," Burton said. 

After the court cases, living in foster homes and 
emotional turmoil the time had came. The courts finally 
realized that it was not Mrs. Burton fault. Burton's 
stepfather adopted him, and Mrs. Burton gained full 
custody of her son. Burton was home. 

Burton decided to help others because of the 
difficulties in his life. He has volunteered countless 
hours at Mercy Hospital. At school he is in a 
groundbreaking and exciting program that allows 
students to connect with students of physical and 
mental disabilities, and develop unique friendships. This 
program is called Best Buddies. Why is this program 
so special? What's it purpose? 

"Purpose, is to lessen the gap between special and 
regular Ed students. Also for people branch out and 
special Ed students don't feel isolated, and feel like they 
have friends," senior and president of Hoover High's 
Best Buddies Megan Bartlett said. 

"Taking a bite out of Boundaries," senior and 



secretary of Best Buddies Mitch Smith 
said. 

Burton spends time with his best 
buddy junior Jon Foutz by tutoring him in 
algebra, attending football games, and 
attending the program's events such as, 
the Best Buddies Halloween dance.
